would give the United States “ full sat­ 
isfaction.*’

The hulk of what remains of 
the Turkisti empire in Europe includ­ 
ing the city of Adrlanople which the 
Bulgarians captured in the first Bal­ 
kan war but lost In the second. 
2. 
Bort Ions of Serbian Macedonia 
which Serbia, it is hoped, at the re­ 
quest of the Allies w ill cede. 
3. 
Th*- hest efforts of the Allies to 
secure from Greece and lioumanlA 
the c« ssion of those territories w hich 
were taken from Bulgaria at the close 
of the second Balkan war. 
In response to these offers Bul­ 
garia has frankly admitted she is in 
the market not necessarily to the 
higher bidder but to the one who will 
give her the most solid guarantee 
that the promises made will be car­ 
ried out; or, rather, site demands, 
that in as far as possible, her com­ 
pensation be given her In advance in 
order that there be no short change 
operations after the w ar such as she 
alleges were perpetrated at the close 
of the Balkan wars. 
She lias ex­ 
pressed her readiness to treat w ith 
both sid*s and it is tills open. recep­ 
tive attitude th a t has resulted in the 
massing here of the great lobby. 
In the meantime the activities of 
these lobbyists would be an eye op­ 
ener to the most hardened W ashing­ 
ton veteran. 
To all 
of

well 
known American methods have been 
added all the fine ones perfected dur­ 
ing the last half century by Europe­ 
an diplomacy. 
Naturally that of the press plays 
one of the most important, lf some­

English ami French lobbyists come 
out with equally as flamboyant offi­ 
cial communications telling of smash* 
lng advances by the Allies troops in

equal h u rrah s 
the Turkish

comes out with equally as flamboyant 
announcem ents showing til at th*,* Al­ 
lied arm y at Gajlipoli is in exactly 
the same position it was the day it 
disembarked and equally as power­ 
less to advance as It Is to retreat and 
be taken o f f by the ships. 
It can he 
safely said th a t no one at Sophia has 
th*: remotest Idea of the actual status 
of th*: present operations against the 
Dardanelles. 
On the day I arrived 
here direct from th*- Dardanelles I 
lancb-d I knew how tilings were go­ 
ing hut two days after my arrival 
iii*- lobbyists had got in their fine 
work and I haven’t the least idea.

Not content with sending her* 
ills best diplomats and lobbyists, Trtl- 
aat Bey, the m inister of the interior 
and the most powerful man in all 
Turkey today, lias recently visited 
Sophia In person in an effort to sol­ 
idify an understanding. 
On all sides the German lobby Is 
admitted to have one great thing In 
its favor. 
It Is not necessary to per­ 
suade * B ulgaria to remain neutral. 
The end can be attained by merely 
keeping Bulgaria in such a state of 
indecision th a t before she ran rome 
to a conclusion the moment when 
her help would have been most ef­ 
fective will have passed and her act­ 
ual help to th** Allies rendered of lit­ 
tle lf of any value.
